The beginning of the Episcopal church in Lis­ 
bon goes back to the days of Philander Chase, 
the first Bishop of the Episcopal church in Ohio 
; nd president and founder of Kenyon college at 
Gam bier. 


In his record of a ctiv ities we find that Bishop 
Chase in July, 
18 20, set fo rth on a rem arkable 
round of visitations in the southeast section of 
the present Diocese of Ohio, and he Is recorded 
to have baptized a child a t New Lisbon, so it is 
presum ed that this would be the first baptism in 
the parish. 


In 18 39 . Rev. R ichard G ray, of Jefferson county, 
organized a parish at Lisbon, giving it the nam e 
ol W ickliffe parish and enrolling as signers of its 
A rticles of Association "m any of the most in ­ 
fluential m en of the county.” 


The history goes on to say, “but their influence 
and interest were not sufficient to keep it alive, 
even for a short tim e." 
In 1859-60 there was 
evidently a revival of the work and the historian 
states tha t in these years parishes wen* estab­ 
lished 
a t 
Lisbon, 
Salem , 
Bellefontaine 
and 
Youngstown.

1863 
Rev. 
A. 
T. 
M cM urphy 
of 
Salem, 


prom pted by Bishop Bedell, who succeeded 
the 
famous Bishop Chase as Diocesan, organized T rin ­ 
ity Parish and rented a church in which to hold 
services. Here the principal clergyman was Rev. 
G. S. Vallandigham , who helped so far as his 
frail health would perm it 
After his death 
In 
1873, 
Judge John Clarke 
read the service of M orning Prayer regularly for 
m any years to a small congregation. 
In 1886, Rev. C. S W itherspoon, who had done 
such good work at Salem, aroused the parish to 
build a church edefice of their own. 
After 1900, the ser vies were continued through 
the services of layrcaders or by rectors of the 
p irish at f i t ni and today Trinity church, Lisbon 
is still adm inistered to by the rector of the Church 
of O ur Saviour. Salem. 
"The fortunes of T rinity church fell and rose 
as the tin mills and potteries, many of whose 
workers were members of the Episcopal church, 
clos> d and op*-nod again." So tha t to date T rin ­ 
ity church m inisters to a few but very faithful 
and loyal com m unicants 
of
